Who no ſooner took their Leaves, but 
he ſtcered his couric another way, and Bends 
toward the Sea-ſide,wherc meeting, aShip ready 
to ſet Sail for Wexford n Ircland, Agrees with 
the Owner : puts his Goods aboard, of whom 
we hear no more till his arrival in Wexford, 

Where was received by the chic of that 
place as a perſon of that Quality (that he pro- 
telled) ought ro be. The ſhow he made by his 
Equipage, and the number of his Attendance 
with his bounty to the Captain of the Ship, and 
his Seamen who were not ſparing to give a VC- 
very large Character of him : conhrn'd the

They 
carry him to Mr. Cheevers, who believed 
himſelf ſure of this booty , and therefore 
prepared to receive him, not as heretofore, 


| but with a pair of Stocks, which he had 


placed in his Common-hall, purpoſely tobe 
in Sight of all, both Men and Women, in 
the Houſe; with which Sight very few were 
pleaſed but himielf; who reſolved to eat

Beaſt in her } Houle , and that- he 
might find other means to Right himlelt, 
or prevent the harm he apprehended, with- 
out infringing the Laws, and Rules of hoſ- 
pitality thus. This ſpeech did in- ſome mea- 
ſure mollify the unreaſonableneſs 'of Mr. 
Cheevers paſſion ; ſo that he turned toward 
the Major, and told him how much it was 
againſt his inclination to uſe any Gentle- 
man thus, and that if he would pals his 
Parole, never to proceed farther in this mat- 
ter, or give him any farther trouble in it : 
he was ready to reſtore him firſt his Liber- 
ty, and then all that had been taken from 
him, as*his Horſe, and Arms, and all that 
belonged to him. 

To thisSpeech, the Major makes this Anſwer, 
Mr. Cheevers, it ſhould ſeem (although you are 
a very knowing Man ) you never read of the 
Knight of the Sun, or of his Brothcr Roſs Clear, 
or of Rogero , or any of the famous and brave 
Men ar Arms! how much they ſuffered for 
their Miſtreſles : (1t you had,undoubtedly) you 
would in ſome meaſure have conſidered me, 
who of my ſelf can conſider nothing in com- 
pariſon to my Miſtreſs for when 1 Remember, 
. or call to mind, that what I ſuffer, or endure, 1s 
tor her ; it [weetens all my ſufferings. I muſt 
confeſs Liberty is a great , and very pleaſing 
ting (eſpecially atter ſuch hardſhips as has 
been 
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been put upon me,) and a thing I ſhould covet 
and court, Were it to be purchaſed either by 
Labour, Coyn, or Blood I ſhould not ſtick at it. 
But to Relinquiſh myPretences tomy Miſtreſs 
as if I would prefer any worldly conſideration 
before hex, I will never do it, nor is 1t in the 
Power of the whole World to make me do it, 
Let them and you , whoſe Priſoner I now am, 
Inflict what Puniſhment you pleaſe, it ſhall 
never be of force ſufficient to divorce me 
from her Service. 

This Anſwer wrought ſo upon the Miſtreſs 
of the Houſe, as alſo upon all that heard it, 
that it moved them all to Piry (I hope his own 
Mriſtreſs was not far off ) She never left folli- 
citing her Husband, till ſhe obtained the Ma- 
jors Liberty, then were all the Servants ſtri- 
ving who ſhould do him moſt Service. One 
brings Water, another the Towel, another 
his Hat : all waited upon him to -Supper, and 
from thence to his Chamber. Next Morning, 
having his Horſe and Arms delivered him in 
very good Order, he takes his Leave, particu- 
larly of the good Lady of the Houſe, that 
procured him his Liberty. 

No ſooner did he find himſelf without 
the Gate , mounted upon my Lords 
Gray Horſe, and his Piſtols fixt before htm, 
but he turns towards the Door, and vows 
with a great imprecation , that no Body ſhall 
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paſs that way, but h- will have his Life ; un- 
lefs they lec him ſee his Miſtreſs before he goes. 
This put” Vir. Cheevers into ſuch a Rage of 
Anger with his Wife ; You ſee, ſays he, what 
you have done, by giving this Man his Liberty ; 
which way will you contrive to pacity him 
now ? Were it not better to have kept him 
where he was ? Let me fee which of all you 
that were ſo much his Friends, Dare go and 
reaſon the matter with lim ? Not I, ſays one; 
nor I, ſays another ; I am not ſo much con- 
cern'd in the Matter ſays a third ; in Conclu- 
ſion, none of them ſeen”'d willing to venture 
on ſo deſperate a Man , whoſe Anger they 
were not willing to provoke. At Laff they fix- 
ed upon a Reverend Perſon that was Chaplen to 
Mr. Cheevers, who with a great deal of en- 
treaty, took upon him to args the matter 
with the Major. The Mayor ſeeing him come 
in ſuch fear, bid him not be afraid, and told 
him he ſhould be heard without Danger ; and 
likewiſe asked him what his Reverence had to 
ſay, and whether he ſpoke by Commiſſion, or 
of his own accord. The Reverend Father 
told him, he came to adviſe him chiefly for 
his Souls ſake, and next deſired him to deſiſt 
this Sute; for he knew of his own knowledg, 
it was to no purpoſe to do otherwiſe. Pray 
Father, Replies the Major, do you know more 
of her Mind than I do? Hark you Sir, I 
know 
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know you are a Prieſt , and therefore Con- 
jure you by all that is Dear to you, to bring 
me -an Anſwer to the Mellage you are to 
carry, or elle by the ſame Oath you are to 
take, I will, without regard to your Fun- 
(tion , Piitol you before you leave this 
Place: This great Threat , put the poor 
Prieſt into ſucha Frizhe, that he knew not 
what to ſay, or do; only promiſe to delt- 
ver - his Meiſage, and bring an Anſwer: 
which was, to let him know, 1t he may fee 
his Miſtreſs before he go or not. Þ The 
Prieſt undertakes it, to. return upon the 
ſame Penalty, in caſe he procure -not the 
Sight of his Miſtreſs: in whoſe Retreat to 
Mr. Cheevers and the reſt, you might ſe 
the Greateſt Fright , the greateſt Conſterna+ 
tion that ever Man was in. His own Shad- 
dow was enough to ſtartle him; ſeveral 
#imes thinking as he look'd back, it was the 
Major in purſuit of him : He no ſooner come 
into the Hall, where Mr. Cheevers with his 
Lady, and Company were, but he throwes 
one way his Hat, another way his Books 
and Spectacles, like a mad Man, declaring 
his Misfortune in coming into that Service, 
hoping now for no- other Reward, than to 
be killed by Major Clancze, {till crying out, 
what had I to do with your Daughter , or 
your ſelf, or hex ſwect-Heart ? What =_ 
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I to involve my ſelf in all this trouble ? 1 
muſt go back again to be KilPd. Good 
Father ſays Maſter Cheevers, be quiet, 
and tell us what ails you, what ails me ? 
cries he; The Devil ailed me, to concern 
my ſelf in this affair , wherein I am ſure to 
looſe my Life, for if you do not conſent 
that he may ſee your Daughter - before he 
goes, (which I know you will not) I muſt 
go and tell him ſo, and am conhdent ne- 
ver to return with Life, for what cares 
that Man what Miſchief he does me. Truly 
Father, I would do ſo much to fave your 
Life : therefore let me intreat you to paci- 
fie your ſelf, and Believe I will free you 
from this Danger you ſo much apprehend, 
by letting him ſee my Daughter ; but 1t 
ſhall be at ſuch a diſtance, and in ſuch a 
place as She ſhall receive no prejudice by it.

He Major at Roſs , where ſince his 
; firſt coming he dayly continues his 
Hoſpitable courſe of Life, by which 
he had Purchaſed a general Good 
Opinion, with the Character of the braveſt 
Man, and beſt Companion that ever came 
into that City : where moſt of their time 
was ſpent in Feaſting by Turns, which 
Cuſtome 1s now continued upon the Majors 
Return. The firſt Night he invites all his 
Companions, and fellow-Feaſters, with 
their Wives, to Sup with him.. AH came 
overjoy?'d to ſce him ſafely return'd; from 
whence they knew not; yet were very ſenſt- 
ble of their own loſs, by his Abſence. 
They are all fo defirous to be linked by

Mr. White was in no ſmall trouble at thisre- 
queſt, not knowing well how to deny, or

ving a noble perſon a few Guns, being up- 
on his Joutney to Kilkenney, that had been 
very civil and kind to me, and bountifull 
to my men. I have not been ſpareiflg of 
my Powder upon ſuch an occaſion as this, 
to perſons of far meaner quality than 
Major Clancie ; they no ſooner heard the 
name of Clancie, but were all filenc'd, as 
if ſtruck mute with admiration, and won- 
der at the Major's departure in that man- 
ner'; thus are the People quicted, and the 
Captain at reſt : each to their ſeveral homes, 
entertaining their Wives wfth ſtories, of 
Major Clancie, now the only paſtime of 
that Place. Whoever was pleaſed with 
this Subject for diſcourſe (I do ſuppoſe) Mr. 
Deverox, the Maſter of the Houle, where 
Major Clancie lay, was not , who ſrom the 
time of his coming to Roſs, to that Hour 
never received promiſe of his Moncy, poor 
Man, not knowing which way to turn him, 
having ſeveral ways run himſelf in n_ 

or 
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for the Supply of the Major, from time to 
time ; whom if he ſhould follow to Ki/lkenney, 
he is certain to loſe his Labour; if he 
ſhall ſtay in his Houſe, he is afraid of 
his perſecuting Creditors; who now begin 
to call for their Moneys, which the poor Man 
has not to give them, nor indeed dos he 
know what courſc, or whoſe advice to 
take for his preſervation : at laſt he bethinks 
him of a way that in appearance ſeems Fea- 
ſible, and eaſy ; which he firſt communi- 
cates to Mr. Maior (being related to him) 
that is to Petition the whole Town : maſt 
of them” one time or other, having part of 
his ipoil at thoſe entertainments made for 
them by the Major, -dclireing them to con- 
lider him as a Nate and long inhabitant 
of Roſs: whoſe deportment none of them 
could be a ſtranger to, and that this ſum 
of Thirty Pounds muſt unavoidably deſtroy 
him, and if that they pleaſed to contribute 
toward his preſervation ſo far, as to, divide 
this ſum amongſt them, which would make 


| the burthen light to them, the weight of 


which muſt break his back. 

s. The Major approves of it, the Aldermea 
and Citizens conſented, ſo that the Creditors 
are ſatisfied, Mr. Deverox repaid his disburf- 


Iments: who now thinks himſelt as Rich as 


an yof them ; Mr. White who quietly hitherto 
D 2 liſtened 
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liſtened to the ſeveral Complaints of thoſe 
that exclaimed againſt the Major, he applau- 
ding his own happineſs, in having that In- 
tereſt in the Major, who had' promiſed him 
ſo good a Farm, and left him ſo good a 
Pledg for his fifry pounds , that he laught 
Ire his Sleeve, at all others. 

One Morning his Wives Fingers Itched 
to be at the Majors Trunk, deſired her, 
Husbands leave to fave her Longing ; He 
tells her how unwilling he is to meddle, 
leſt ſome of the Majors Goods might re- 
celve ſome Prejudice thereby ; but ſhe preſ- 
ſes him ſo to open the Trunk , that there 
1s no denial ; only he muſt firſt acquaint the 
Maior of the Town, and deſire him to be 
preſent for prevention &f miſtakes; to the 
Major he goes, and tells him how he had 
lent money to Major Clancie, who left him 
a ſufficient Pledg, and that his Wife being 
deſirous to ſee the inſide of it, preſſed him 
to open the Trunk; to which he deſired 
his Worſhip to come and be a Witneſs to 
what was 1n it ; and that no injury ſhould 
be offered to the Majors Goods. The Mator 
promiſes to be with him at the hour of 
three in the Afternoon without fail. 

s. The Maior comes at his hour, with {&- 
veral of the beſt in Town, to witneſs this 
great exploit ; upon whoſe coming the Smith 
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is ſent for, with his Tools to break open 
the Trunk (which is not long a doing)'ne 
ſooner the Lock is off, but the Wife runs 
in all haſte to open it; the firſt thing ſhe 
met with, was a piece of Sattin, with which 
all the Wt was covered, which you may 
believe were better ſo than ſeen: for 
from that piece of Sattin to the bottom of 
the Trunk , there was nothing but Brick- 
bats, Clods of Earth , and fuch like; at 
which Sight the -Maior and all the reſt, 
could hardly forbear Laughing. 

s. The Wife ſeeing her ſelf cheat- 
ed, without any manner of Hope ever to. 
be relieved; falls a railing at her Husband, 
whoſe Patience is now ſufficiently tried. 
From Railing ſhe falls to Fighting of him ; 
ſo that the Major / and. thoſe others that 
came with another irltention , had e- 
nough to do to part Man and Wife : whoſe 
beſt paſtime is to ſcould, imputing the 
blame of all their misfortunes, to each other ; 
a Fate that attends ſtolen matches ſo made 
without the Privity, or Conſent of Pa- 
rents. 

s. The Major by this time is arrived at 
Towmond , ' where his old - acquaintance and 
Friends very much admire to ſee the great- 
neſs of his Change, both in Apparel and 
Education, 
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'The Gentlemen of that Country are ex- 
treamly taken with his converſation, cſpect- 
ally Mr. Macnemarroe of Ralahim , a place 10 
often frequented by him, as if it had been 
his conſtant dwelling.. The conſtant Re- 
ſort of Strangers thither ſo coffffion , and 
ſo well known, that I muſt ſuppoſe there 
needs no other mention of his Hoſpitality, 

One day as the M2jor was Travelling 
the Road near that place, he accidentally 
met a Gentleman newily 'coming into the 
Country from abroad , going homeward 
where he had not been in ſome years: 
longing much to pay his Duty to his Fa- 
ther, the Lord of Aformtgarror. The Major 
Accoſts him with ſo many extraordinary 
ſigns of Joy, that Mr, Butler marvelled at 
the' ſuddenneſs ofgthis great Intimacy upon 
the firſt acquaintance ; which the Major per- 
ceiving, told him, Sir pray wonder not at 
my Preſumption, nor my Tranſport , till I 
have unfolded the Cauſe. Firſt, I had the 
Hononr to know you in ſich a place in 
France, where you were pleaſed tro own me 
for your Servant. The next is, my great fatis- 
factionto meet you hcre,from whence you ihall 
not go (ifI may prevail ſo much with you) 
till you t! oronzhly inform your ſelf what 
my Forture is, that am nearly rclated to 
you, by my Marriage to your near Kinf- 
woman, 
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woman , Daughter to Mr. Cheevers near Wex- 
ford, where I have been laſht with the 
cenſure of heing a Counterfeit ; which I hope 
ou will ſoon be able to remove. My houſe 
1s not far from hence, whither I muſt in- 
treat your Company. 

s. Mr. Butler told him he had not time to 
yard at preſent, and that he would rather 
chooſe to come on purpoſe from ſhis Fathers 
Houſe to wait upon him' at his qwn houſe, 
than loſe one hours time now : and that 
he would go to his Couſin Cheevers pur- 
poſely to remove that Doubt, and cenſure - 
and give ſuch a CharaCter- of him, as ſhould 
render him capable of a better Opinion 
both with Mrs. and Mr. Cheevers and all 
his Friends. For his: own part he deſired 
nathing more than an opportunity to renew 
this his Acquaintance , and return this Ci- 
vility ; and withal aſſured him, how glad he 
was of his Alliance, After the exchange of 
many expreſſions to this purpoſe, Mr. 
abſolutely refuſed to go to his new Ac- 
quaintance and Couſins houſe, by whom he 
was very much importuned. 

The Major ſeeing he could not prevail, 
preſſes him with much earneſtneſs, to take 
a Bait with him, at another houſe of his, 
_— to an Uncle of his, a Gentleman 


of that Country, of - a very good Family, ' 
D 4 an 
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and good Eſtate ; one Mr. Aaccnemarroe, be- 
ing juſt in his Road to Limerick; whither 
Mr. Butler intended to go that Night, and 
Major Clancie reſolves to wait upon him, 
and ſee his Couſm fafe out of the Coun- 
try of Twomond.at leaſt ſo far as Limerick,in his 
way was extreamly glad of the Occaſion,which 
Mr. Butler did not much ſcruple then, being 
u—_ to obſerve his Couſin. 

s. To Macenemaroes houſe they are come led 
wither by the Major, who has that obſervance 
and ready Attendance from the Servants in the 
Abſence of their Maſter, that he believes them 
to be Vzcle and Nephew in good earneſt. The 
Deſign of calling Maccnemarroe his Uncle was, 
that Mr. Butler ſhould ſee he had Relations of 
Quality, and likewiſe take ſome notice what 
care, and at what diſtance he was obeyed here ; 
they are plentifully entertained,the place being 
always provided for ſuch occaſions : 'Healths 
£0 very quickly about to Miſtreſles and Friends 

&ſ, that they ſcarce take notice how 
the time goes ; notwithſtanding Mr. Butlers 
haſte, Fhey had not been long at this 
ſport, when one of the Servants came run- 
ing to the Major, to tell him that his 
Maſter, Afaccnemarroe was allighting at the 
Gate: the Major askes Pardon and Leave of 
Mr, Butler, to go and wellcome his Uncle 
who is come to the Gate. Down he hoon, 
an 


ſome Lady of Fortune , in which Mr, Bne- 
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and after Saj{utation 2 tclls - Mace oe 
what a Gueſt he had brought to the Fouſep 
believing it to be a great diſparagement to 
the whole Country, if ſuch a perion as my 
Lord of AMountgarror?s Son ſhould paſs tho- 
row without Entertainment. Mr. Afaccne- 
marroe Imbraces him , and gives him "many 
thanks for that great favour. The Major 
tells him farther , how he had made Mr. 
Butler believe, that Marcnemarroe and he 
were Uncle and Nephew, to the end he 
might not - wonder at his Intereſt there, nor 
the power he had taken upon him, which 
Maccnemarroe deſired him to continne,, and 
looſe no time from that good work of en- 
tertaining that Gentleman, in which he 
would give all the Aſſiſtance he could, by 
ſurrendring to the Major all the power he 
had in the houſe : which the Major very 
readily, and gravely took upon him : into 
the Houſe they both go together, where the 
Major preſents to hi# Couſin Butler , his 
Unele Maccnemarroe ;, Couſin Butler pray take 
notice of my Uncle ; likewiſe preſents his 
Couren to his Uncleg fo that here is upon 
the ſuddain a Knot of Kindred my Cow- 
zen, my Uncle, and my Nephew. 

s. The Uncle Maccnemarroe did really be- 
lieve that the Major had a Deſign upon 
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ler .qaight* be uſeful to him , which made 
tin all the means he could to promote 
that Intereſt, and ſettle ſuch an intiniacy as 
might be neceſlary upon ſuch an occaſion, 

Mr. Butler thinks it high time for him 
to be gone, who, notwithſtanding all the 
Arguments that are uſed both by Uzcle, 
Nephew, and Couſin , perſwading him to ſtay 
for ſome time, at leaſt this Night, reſolves 
for Limerick, with his - Couſin Claxcie : who 
upon this Reſolution ,, borrows his Uncles 
fine Horſe ; Mr. JMaccnemarroe was in a man- 
ner aſhamed to deny him in the hearing of 
Mr. Butler , before whom he had been fo 
kind, and had confeſſed his Relation : fo 
Jent the Horfe and his Groom to attend him, 
with money in his Purſe, left either might 
have occaſion to ule it. 

s. To Limerick, goes Mr. Butler , accom- 
panied with his well-beloved Couſin Clan- 
cie : Who is now bravely mounted, and well 
attended by two Segyants, his own, and his 
Uncles : his Intereſt in his Couſin Butler is 
»” grown fo great, that he can perſwade him 
ro any thing (though, never ſo contrary to 
£& - his own Inclination ) "inſomuch , that- not- | 
* withſtanding his haſte to ſee his Father, the 
Major. wrought with him to ſtay in Lime- 
rick.,, eight or ten days: moſt of which 
game, if not all, was ſpent in good —_ 
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ſhip with ſme new Acquaintance. Clancie 
being by this time almoſt weary of this 
place, and Company, begins to think of a 
way to get handſomly from thence, in order 
to which he calls the Groom, who was com- 
manded to qbey him, and bids him go to 
the Weſt-Gate, and ſtay there for him, and 
leave the Bay Horſe in readineſs for him. 
As ſoon as the Groom was gone , he calls 
his own man,and bids him go towards the Eaſt 
Gate of the Towwg," out of the Grooms 
way , and about an hour after to cometo him 
with ſome Story orother, by which he might 
pretend Excuſe to part this place and Compa- 
his Man being very apt, and quick of ap- 
prehenſion , and well verſed in his Maſters 
ways, ſoon underſtood his meaning; ſo went 
his ways. 

s. The Major returns to his Couſin Bur- 
ler, they had not been together above 'afi 
hour after breaking their Faſt, to which they 
had taken a large Mornings-Draught, when 
in comes the Majors Man , like one half 
out of his Wits,which he taking notice of, ſays 
to his Couzen Butler, I think my Man is 


4 Drunk ; what is the matter -with you Sirrah ? 


You look as if you were either Mad or 
Drunk ? Whence came you, that makes you 
ſeem thus diſtratted ? The Man being So- 
ber, and not Barren-Titted, tells him, it were 

no 
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no marvel if I ſhould have loſt my Senſes 
to ſee ſo many of my own Relations and 
Friends*undone , and ruin'd upon. your  Ac- 
count, by having ſo many of my Lord of 
Tiſiqueens Souldiers quarter'd upon them , 
who with a great many more of your Te- 
nants, are flocking with their Complaints 
to you - and you ſpend your time here, 
The Major bids him go to them, and for- 
bid them to enter the City: and to tell 
them he would immedzately go to the Com- 
miſſioners , and ſee them have Reparation ; 
with this ſeeming Reſolution, he riſes from 
the Tahle, borrows his Couſin Butlers Scar- 
let Cloak, Garded with Gold-Lace, his fine 
Embroidered-Belt and Guilt-Rapier, goes down 
Stairs, and with much Expedition takes his 
Uncle Maccremarro*s Horſe, Rides quite another 
way from where he appointed the Groom 
'to wait for him : whoſe Heels may cool be- 
fore he comes; ſo may his Couſin Butler 
too, who intended the next Morning to 
begin his Journey towards his Fathers, His 
Condition I can but pitty, to meet with 
ſuch an unfortunate Accident, by which he 
is ſo diſappointed, diſordered, and difarmed, 
not knowing which 'way to turn him, or 
what courſe to take: only expects the 
coming of his Couſin, who I ſuppoſe in- 

tended it not. 
s. The 
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s. The Major deſigning to ſhun ſuch pla- 
ces as he ſuppoſed the likelieſt ro meet any 
of thoſe he ſo lately played his prancks 
with, takes the Road to Gallway ; who 
ſhould he meet, within a place not poſlible 
for him to avoigy but his. very good friend 
Mr. Maccnem hoſe occaſions had art 
that time dra that way? and ſeeing 
Major Clancie unted upon his own 
Horſe, ſo far from home with Mr. Butlers 
Cloak, and Belt, begun to ſuſpect there 
was ſome Roguery in the matter, which in 
Examination he found it to be ſo: he firſt 
asked the Reaſon of this coming that way ? 
and not ſending home his Horle , which he 
only borrowed to Limerick? Then next he 
asked him how he came by that Cloak and 
Sword and Belt, which he knew belonged 
to Mr. Butler ? He Anfivered, that he bor- 
row*d all with intent to reſtore them at his 
Return, within two or three days; which 
did not at all fatisfie Mr. Maccnemarroe, who 
was very much concerned for Mr. Butler, 
which makes him reſolve to take all from 
the Major, and go purpoſely to Limerick in 


hopes to find Mr. Butler there, that he _» 


might reſtore him his things, ſo unhandſom- 
ly taken from him, which in concluſion. he 
did ; by which means Major Clancie 1s left 
naked, without Horſe, Cloak, or Swerd. a 
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s. Mr. Butler hearing much of Major 
Claxcie heartily wiſhed it had been ſooner , 
or that he had never known him. Heis in 
ſuch diſorder , and fo perplexed for this diſ- 
appointment , that he does not well know 
what to do : he is very unwilling to ſend to 
his Father, by which h «Diſcover how 
he was Cheated, under Jour 2nd pre- 
tence of Friendſhip , be had rather 
conceal by much; at lait he reſolves to go 
ro the Commillioners , and inquire if Ma- 
jor Clancie had been with them ? (as he pre- 
tended at parting) and what was become 
of him? Mr. Fanuwing the Chief Commiſſio- 
er, underſtanding who Mr. Butler was, and 
what had befaln him, having ever deſer- 
vedly had a great Regard for his Family ; 
received him with abundance of kindneſs, 
and reſpect, and told him how ſorry he was 
to hear him fall into the acquaintance of 
Major Clancie, of whom he neyer heard 
Good ; and told him, if he wanted money to 
carry him home , he ſhould command it, 
or any other Service within the reach or 
power of the Commiſſioners : who kept lit- 
tle or no Correſpondence with Major Clan- 
cie, ſo as they could give no Account ot 
him. This occaſion*d a long diſcourſe he- 
tween Mr. Butler ,, and the Commiſſioners : 


who were very deſixous to hear how he

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came to have any intimacy with Clarcie, he 
concealed nothing; but told them of the 
meeting upon the High-way , with all his 
Invitations, and how he carried him to his 
Uncles Houſe Mr. Macnemarroe , and fo to 
Limerick, where he played him this laſt 
Pranck : at which the Commiſſioners laughe 
heartily, knowing very well that Mr. Af.cc- 
nemarroe had no Relation in the World 
to Clancie, One of the Commiſſioners ſtan- 
ding in the Window, obſerves to come 0- 
ver the Bridge the very perſon Mr.- Bntler 
is diſcourſing of, Mr. JMaccnemarroe, he turns 
2hout , and rells them, there comes the Gen- 
tleman you. ſpake of : he is no ſooner got to 
his Lodging; but the Commiſſioners ſent 
for him, to give them a further account of 
this matter * upon entrance into their Room, 
after a cold falute from all - one-of the 
Commiſſioners asked him (by appointment) 
what was become of his Nephew Clancie ? 
And before he could anſwer, told him how 
forry they were that a Perſon of his E- 
ſteem, and great Reputation in his Coun- 
try, a Man of that known Honour and 
Worth, that all his Life-time was looked up» 
on 2s a principal preſerver of the Credit of 
Twemord ;, at laſt to joyn with a Cheat, 
and could find no fitter a Subje:t for this 
Contrivance, but my Lord of Aforrtgarro!”s 
Son; 
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Son ; and further, to the great diſcredit of 
the whole Country, to put a gloſs upon 
the ill cauſe, and palliate the Deſign , there 
muſt be nothing bnt Uncle and Nephew, 
then a Pedigree muſt be found for a Rela- 
tion to my Couſin Butler, I am fo much 
aſhamed to think you ſhould have a hand 
in the like, that I can,ſay no more; but 
leave to the Commiſſioners to ſpeak their 
own Sences, The Gentleman Mr. AMaccnc- 
marroe , extreamly troubled to hear himſelf 
thus ſcandaloutly reproacht ; had ſcarce the 
patience to forvear interrupting the Com- 
miſſioners : at laſt makes Anſwer : thar he 
conceived he had very hard meaſure to be 
thus cenſured before he was heard ; and that 
he ſcorned to have a hand in Cheating, as 
much as any of them that charged , or any 
other perſon in the World: as for joyning with 
Major Clance ,, he was fo far from giving any 
Countenance upon any Deſign ; that meet- 
ing him but Iaicly upon the Road, he took 
from him Mr. Butlers Cloak,with the Sword and 
Belt, which he brought thifher of purpoſe 
to reſtore them to Mr. Butler ; who being 

eſent at this Account, much joyed to have 
is Goods reſtored , which was done imme- 
diately, gives them all his moſt hearty 
thanks , gocs forthwith to his Lodging, dif- 
charges all them, ſo goes on his ow” * 
Mr, 
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Mr. Maccnemarrhe could not hold to ex- 
preſs his reſentment in ſuch Terms, as gave 
ſo much offence to the Commiſſioners ; that 
they thought fit to Conmit him ; but before 
he was carried away, they asked him why 
he did not bring the Major, as well as the 
Goods; to which he only replied, he had no 
Commiſſion. 

$. The Commiſſioners knowing very well 
Mr. Macenemarroe's Life and Converſation, 
to be very far from the giving occaſion for 
any the leaſt ſuſpition, intending not to 
keep him under a Reſtraint any longer, ſent 
for him, and aſſured him it was for no ill 
opinion they had of him, or 111 Intention to- 
ward him, made them continue him : only for 
the jeſt 'ake, and deſired him to take it ſo; 
with which he reſted ſatisfied, onely deſired 
from them an authority to apprehend and 
bring before them that Villain that occaſion- 
ed him all thys trouble, and bitter reproach- 
es. That they readily granted, with direCtion 
to the Sheriff of the County, to be aiding 
and aſliſting upon occaſion. Mr. Maccnemar- 
rve takes his leave, begins his way toward 
Galleway : Imagining thzr to be the likelieſt 
place, ſuppoſing the Major could make no very 
long Marches, being a Foot; he is wholly bent 
for Revenge , and makes it higabſolute and 
onely Buſineſs to find out his Hauuts ;- 1n 
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which he ſpent much time, and labour beforgſyl 
he conld give himſelf any Information : But afth 
laſt having placed his Spies, and Watchegq 
of all ſides; he findes the Major in a very 
good amiable poiſture , courting one of his) 
new found Miles, from which divertion hefſ{ 
carries him away to Limerick, to the CommiJG 
ſioners, who commit him to the J—_— 01 
in .-Priſon, where the Jaylor is ordered tc 
keep him cloſe. he 
s The rumor of the Impriſonment and re-ſti 
ſtraint of Major Clancie, with its cauſe, ishe 
Ipread all the Countrey over , ſo far as thelp 
County of MNewford: where it is brought 
to the hearing of Mr. Cheevers, who is notYlo 
at all troubled at it, although his familyſhi 
be, eſpecially his Daughter. By the wayſhe 
Mr. White in Roſs being told of this, obtains[h: 
a Warrant from ſome perſon - in. Authority, 
that Major Clancie ſhall be ſent from Con-JC 
ftable to Conſtable till he be brgught toy 
Roſs, to be gazed by all that have ſeen himPT 
in his Bravery. There revenge is ſweet, [ta 
though without hope of ever ſeeing hisÞri 
fifty pounds again, about the time that theJ5c 
Major was brought as far as Caſhel! in hisÞt} 
way. 
s The Earl of Jnſiquin in perſuit of the 
Ulſter Army under the Coramand of Ge-[1c 
neral Owen Onele,, chances to quarter at aſt 
place 
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foreJplace called Farmbride , near Caſhel, where 
ut, the night ſeeming very tedious to him, he 
chedeſired a Gentleman then in his Company, 
verſffomewhat acquainted with the Courſes of 
 hifMajor Clancies Life, to entertain them with 
9 ſome paſſages to divert them ; which the 
mi4Gentleman did, and continued* his narrati- 
2htyJon ſo long, that after many fits of Laugh- 
| te ter they found they were all afleep; and 
he talking to the walls, then thought it 
time for him to ſleep too, they all ſlept 
heartily till morning, though upon bare 
theJBoards. 
s Next morning betimes there comes a fel- 
notflow to the Door, the Centrey challenged 
nlyJhim , and bid him ſtand ; asked him what 
Wayſhe would have? whither he would go ? 
he anſwered -he would fain ſpeak with a 
Gentleman that was with my Lord: the 
Centrey told him he ſhould not, that it 
was an ill time now ; for they were all aſleep. 
The fellow preſſed very hard for an admit- 
tance , or at leaſt to have his meſlage car- 
ried up to' the Gentleman : whereupon- the 
Souldier asked what his name was ; he told, 
that his name was: Claxcie , at that the Gen- 
tleman with whom he would fam ſpeak 
knew him very well: they both ſpake fo 
loud that my Lord -and the Company heard

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Perſon fo much talked of, the night before. 
Whercupon the Gentleman 1o inquired af! 
ter , goes down to ſce who it was ; and ſee- 
ing a man almoſt ſtark naked, without Hat 
or Cap, without Cloak or Coat , without 
Doubler , Shoe, or Stocking, or any other 
thing in the World ; only a pair of Breech- 
es with many Patches, aad a Shirt ſuitable 


and fit to be worn with ſuch a pair 0 
Breeches: ſo dirty as if it had beendipt 
in a Kennel , in ſo much that the Gentle- 
' man knew him not, Major Clancie perceiv- 
ing that his diſguiſe had altered him from 
the Gentlemans knowledge , diſcovers him- 
ſelf to the Gentleman; who immediatly car- 
rics him up to my Lord in that very po- 
ſture : the memorey of the laſt nights Sto- 
Tics, With the ſight of him in this Habit, put 
Lord zn1 Gentleman into ſuch a fit of mer- 
riment :n1 Laughtcr that ſome were forced 
to leave the Room. 

s The Major gives his Friend a Petition to 
preſcnt to my Lord, Which the Gentleman 
took, but before 1 delivered this Petition 
it you would have this Geatleman to me- 
diate for you, pray oblige them with the 
relation of {ome Pallages of your Life, eſpe- 
cially ſuch and ſuch; being the Storics he 
had told the night bcfgre , which the Gen- 
tleman woald have necds confirmed by the

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Major himſelf : who did it fo exaQtly well, 
and with ſuch additions, as made them all 
ſo®raken with him, that they joyned in the 
requeſt of his Petition , wherein was ſet 
forth how that the Major and his Predeceſ- 
ſors having had there an ancient relation, 


out of mjnd of dependency upon his Lord= 
ſhips Houſe, and Family, and that he hear- 
ing of his Lordſhips being in the Field in pur- 
ſuit of Owen Onele: came to wait upon his 


"| Lordſhip; being ſome days before well pre- 


pared for ſuch an occaſion, being very well 
Mount:d, and well Armed. But meeting 
with a number of diſorderly Highway-men, as

his old Friend: and finding a Horſe of very 
little valiue (or a Garran more properly 
ſpeaking) which he thought fit for his Turn, 
provides him a bundle of ſtraw fora Saddle, 
a rope of Hay for his Bridle, and thus he 
rides in State into the County of Limerick:

the only Gallant -of all the Town, the molt 
pleaſing, and heſt welcome Company that 
can be: no Company pleaſed without him, 
he ſecmingly reſolves a new courſe of Life, 
cicarly to rcclaim himſeif from his long con- 
tinyed Vicious and moſt diſhoneſt Practices : 
Ceclaring in all Companics how apprehen- 
livs 
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ſive he is of his former carriages, and how 
juſtly puniſhed for them, by which he is made 
ſo feelingly ſenſible , that there can be no- 
thing, though of never ſo great value, of power 
ſufficient to make him attempt to the preju- 
dice of any man for the future. To ſecond 
this reſolution , and make the World be» 
lieve what an uncounterfeited Penitent he is, 
he ſeldom miſſes being at Church , at thoſe 
hours of Devotion appointed for the Godly: 
this was ſo generally obſerved, to the un» 
ſpeakable Wonder of all that faw it, as 
hardly believed when reported to thoſe that 
ſaw it not, and were no Strangers to 'his 
former Life : that it occaſioned a reſort of 
ſome that had a deſire to fatishe their cu» 
rioſity, by the ſight of this unexpected refor- 
mation, eſpecially the Commiſſioners of the 
Revenew , who had not long ſince commit- 
ted him, and are in ſome doubt whether 
they ſhall believe their own Eyes or no: 
the chief of theſe Commiſſioners meeting Ma» 
jor Clancie at his conſtant, and never fail- 
ling place, and hour of Devotion ; invites 
him to his Houſe , where his welcome was 
evidenced by the chearfulneſs in each ones 
countenance, both of Men; and Women; * 
the Majors carriage more and more confirm- 
ing all men m an opinion of his conſtant re- 
ſolution, never to ſwerve from his pious Inten»

tions : having no other reparation to make 
for his many and great Tranſgreſſions, than 
for ever to ſhun all "occaſions of tempta« 
tion , leſt his frailty might be wrought up- 
on. Theſe and many ſuch like expreſſions of 
his, at a{l times, and in all Companies , had 
do firmly fixed the opinion of his Hearers, 
m an aſſurance of his reality; that there 
needeth no further teſtimony; or tryal. 

$ This Commiſſioner (Mr. Fanning) was fo 
taken with the Company and converſation 
of Major Clancie , that he could not be one 
meal without him 7 and in a token of his 
extraordinary ſatisfaction, deſired him to con- 
mand his Trunks to be brought thitherg 
and that he himſelf would remove his quar- 
ter ; . to that Houſe where he ſhould have 
the abſolute Command of -all. The ayer 
returned him hearty thanks, accepted his ve- 
ry kind Offer; and immediatly came with 
his :retinue to Mr. Fanniags Houſe ; where he 
has' fo inſinuated himſelf , as avell with Ma- 
iter, Miſtriſs, and Servants, that there is no 
man commands more. In fo much that what 
ever he will have done by the Servants is 
obeyed, and approved of by the Maſter. 

$ This Gentleman Mr. Fanming being upona 
Purchaſe of a parcel of Land, from one Mr. 
Obryen in the County of Clzre; had ap- 
poured 2 mecting at Mr. Obreyens Houle, 


upon 
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upon ſuch a day, to conclude the Bargain 
by paying one hundred pounds, 2s an earn- 
eſt penny, there to ſign , and ſeal accord- 
ing to agreement: in order to which they 
prepare of all ſides ; Mr. Fanning for his 
Journey thither , and Mr. Obrien for his re- 
ception. Mr. Fanning in his way, after ha- 
ving ordered his ſervant to follow him with 
the hundred Pound ro Mr. Gbryer*s Houſe 
it is {till to be obſerved, that the great in- 
timacy , or rather the great fondneſs that 
Mr. Fanning has of Major Clancie , muſt 
needs ingage him to make one at this meet- 
Ing, . without whoſe preſence there can be 
no ſatisfaction to Mr. Fanning) As they ride 
along, each one entertain'd with their ſeveral 
diſtinct thoughts, Major Clancie obſerving 
the man that had orders to follow with the 
hundred Pounds was not come up to the 
Company ; flackens his pace, and waits for 
him, being prepared with a coulorable, plau- 
ſible Story: with which he acoſts the, Ser- 
vant, telling him how angry and impatient 
Mr. Fanning was * for his long ſtay : where- 
upon he ſent me back with orders for your 
return to Limerick, with all the ſpeed you 
caht make (though you were forced to take 
a freſh Hore) there you are to go into his 
Cloſet , where you ſhall find behind the right 
hand leaf of the Window , in a piece of pa- 
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per rold up twenty Pounds in Gold : which 
he intended to bring in his own Pocket to 
give to Mr. Obryen : you are likewiſe: tode- 
liver me the hundred Pounds to lighten 
your Carriage, that you may come the ſoon- 
er to Mr. Obryens Houſe , where your Maſter, 
and we all expect you; this requires haſt, 
which your Maſter commands you by me, 

s. The Servant not queſtioning the matter 
farther, being very well fatisfied that all is 
real, and true that comes from the Major, 
whoſe intereſt in Mr, Farming was well known 
to all the Servants; particulerly this very 
Perſon ; dclivers him the hundred Pounds 
rides back to Limerick as hard as he could 
drive, gets one of his Fellow-Servants to 
make ready another Horſe; while he goes 
up ſtairs to finiſh what he comes about. 
But when he came to the Cloſet and found 
the Door ſhut, and Lockt, he was at his 
Wits end ; not knowing what to do, whe- 
ther to 'break open the Cloſet-door ,, or go 
back without the money : at laſt after ma- 
ny Changes in his reſolations, and appre- 
hending that the want of this money ( for 
ought he knew, might break off the Bargain 
with Mr. Ob7yex which he ſo often heard 
his Maſter commend, reſolves to break open 
the Door , which he could not eaſily do 
without ſome help; goes to the Window, 

{carches 
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ſearches every paper, and every corner ten 
times over : but could find no Gold, which 
put the pogr innocent Fellow into ſuch a

conſternatioh, that. he falls- a curſing of both 


Maſter and Major, ſo vehemently that he 
was troubleſome to all the Houſe: till in 
the end his Miſtriſs was forced to uſe her 
power to quiet him, who was not a little 
troubled to ice her man in this diſorder, 
her Husbands Cloſet-door broken, all his 
Papers toſſed moſt confoundedly. Then to 
think of her Husbands diſappointment put 
her into ſome diſorders too. 

s. The Fellow runs down ſtairs like a Bed- 


Jam, rides whip and ſpur into Twomond, to 


Mr. Obryens Houſe; where he 4inds his Ma- 
ſter full of ſtrange apprehenſions for his 
long, Stay, ſometimes pacified by Mr. Obryen, 
telling him that his nonpaiment of the hun- 
dred Pounds ſhould he of no prejudice co 
him in his Bargain; but when the poor di- 
{trated Fellow , almoſt weary of his Life, 
appeared , and his Maſter asked him what 
the Devil ailed him to ſtay thus long : put 
the Fellow into ſuch a rage, that he hard- 
ly gave his maſter leave to ſpeak , but very 
inappiſhly anſwers him- thus: Sir you may 
very well ask me what the Devil ailed me, 
for ſure enough it is the Devil, or I had 
never been tormented thus, upon ſo little 
ground, 
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ground, or reprehended thus only for obey- 
Ing : having done nothing but by your own 
orders, brought me upon the Iygh way by 
Major Claucie: commanding me to make alt 
poſſible haſt back again to Limerick, there 
to go into the Cloſet : where I ſhould find 
behind the Right-hand leaf of the Window, 
in a piece of Paper, twenty pieces of old 
Gold, which you intended to bring in your 
Pocket to give My. Obryen; which I did ac- 
cordingly , and when I came thither, found 
the Cloſet Door lockt, which I was for- 
ced to break open, and after long painful 
Search, not only in the window, but in 
every corner, where I ſaw but a piece of 
Paper; thinking it might be that I came 
tor , till wearied off my Legs, I quitted the 
Search, and followed you hither; to give you 
this Account; at which Mr. Fanning was aſto- 
niſhed, believing his Man to be Drunk, or 
out of his Senſes; having in all the Diſcourſe 
made no mention of the hundred pond; 
whereupon , he ask*d him if he were not 
Drunk, or Mad and poſleſſed with the Devil 
in good carneſt? Or what elſe made him 
talk of a Cloſet, and a Window, and of 
twenty pounds of Old Gold; of Mr. Obrycr 
and Major Clancie ? Sure thou art Raving ? 
But where is my hundred pounds , which 
thould have been now given to Mr, _ . 

an 
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and was this Morning delivered you to b 

brought hither for that purpote ? Truly Sir, 
{aid he, I gave it Major Clancie according 
to the Orders he then brought me. Bur 
ſays Mr. Fannino, where 1s the Major with 
the money ? How can I tell Sir, that never 
{ſaw him ſince? but ſure I am my Heart is 
broke. Thy Heart broke, you Villain, where 
is my money ? To which he could have no 
other Anſwer , but that the Aſajor had it ; 
who it ſcems is gone about his own At- 
fairs. 

s. The whole Company are now put to $1- 
lence at the ſuddennelſs and ſtrangeneſs of 
this Accident. Mr. Fanzmg not believing 
thcre could be fo much Ingratitude in Na- 
ture, to requite all his Kindneſles thus : 
the reſt endeavouring to pacify him, parti- 
cularly Mr, Obryen, by telling him, this ſhould 
in no wiſe hinder him of his Bargain; and 
that any other time ſhould ſerve for the 
Payment of the money as well. - Mr. Fan- 
zing 1s abſolutely bent for Revenge, vow- 
ing the Puniſkment of the Major to the full : 
tie reſt of the Company diſperſe, fome 
lauzhing heartily at the ſeeming Artifices 
uled by the Major, with the ſtrangeneſs 'af 
his Sncceſs in all his Attempts: others 
more corcerncd for Mr. Faxmng, pitied 
him. This was not ſo pilyately n—_ 
ut 
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but it is ſuddainly brofight to Limerick, and 
many other places, where all People, from 
the higheſt to the loweſt, make it the Sub- 
ject of their Diſcourſe and Paſtime. Mr. 
Fanning, ſeeing there is no remedy for the 
preſent, muſt Arm himſelf with Patience , 
and ſtudy how he may have his Revenge, 
and Recover his money: ſometimes he advis- 
ſes and conſults his fellow-Commiſſioners, 
what Courſe is beſt to take, and how far 
the Law will warrant his proceeding in 
this Caſe. One is of Opinion, that he 
will but loſe his time and labour in Pro- 
ſecution of ſuch a Perlon, that has not 
wherewithal to make him ſatisfaction. Others 
are of Opinion it is fit to make ſearch, and 
find out the Offender, both for Example to 
others, and in ſome meaſure the ſatisfaction of 
Mr. Faming ; for probably though the Law 
will not bear the hanging of him for this 
Fatt , yet there are puniſhments ſufficient 
and warrantable, To this Opinion all a- 
gree ; whereupon Mr. Famming iſſues forth 
his Warrants into all parts for the appre- 
hending of Major Clancie, in ſearch of whom 
there is much time ſpent, and labour, at 
teaſt half a year to little purpoſe ; fo that all 

gin to give over the fearch and Thought 
of him. One day it tortuned, Mr. Fanning 
having occaltion to Travel toward the Comn- 
ry 
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ty of Cork; that a Gentleman in his Company 
Riding a good diſtance before him, obſerved 
Major Claneie coming along the Road, with- 
out Horſe or Cloak, being lately come from 
Galloway, where he had loſt at Play all he 
had in the World. The Gentleman Rides 
back to Mr. Fanning and tells him , Major 
Clancie is now at his Diſpoſe, walking up 
that Hill. Mr. Fanning makes haſt to meer 
him, and at firſt Sight, was ſo enraged, 
that he had ſcarce power to tell his Re- 
ſentments : Yet told him ſufficiently of his 
baſe, unworthy, ungrateful Carriage to one 
that had been ſo kind to him, and uſed 
him more like an only Child, than a Stran= 
ger. But now that I have you, I will make 
you know your Villany. Clancie , who ne- 
ver wanted Impudence to make his Defence, 
(though in never ſo unjuſt a Cauſe) would 
needs excuſe himſelf: but Mr. Farming would 
not hear him ſpeak, has him put on Horſe- 
back behind one of his Servants, Pinion'd, 
ſo faſt, that he left him no hopes of Eſcape : 
and to be ſure of his long lookt for Priſo- 
ner, he defers his Journey to Cork, andre- 
turns to Limerick to ſee the Major in ſafety in 
the Dungeon, with Orders to the Jaylors 
to uſe him Rigorouſly, where he is kept @& 
cloſe with ſuch a weight of Irons, and fo 
ſlender Fare, and continued 1n that _—_ 
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ſo long, that he abſolutely deſpairs ever to 
eſcape that impriſonment, till he is carried 
to his Grave. No Mediation or Interceſſion 
now prevails; no hopes of Comfort left ; 
only the expectation of his Torments will 
ſoon end, with his moſt miſcrable Life, 
which he hourly wiſhes for, all that he can 
ſtudy or Aim at, or that his Torment 
will give him leave to think of is, to pre- 
pare himſelf for another World , where he 
muſt account for what he has done. In this 
now appears plainly to him the tranſitory- 
neſs of things, how little Comfort or con- 
verfation can he hoped for here, where there 
1s nothing permanent ; but all ſublnnary. 
The Jailor being the only perſon privy to 
his moſt ſecret thonghts: drawn to ſome 
pitty and commiſeration by the long con- 
tinued Sighs and Groans of the poor and 
2keing-hearted Frifoner:gives him privatly ſome 
Eaſe, by taking part of his tormenting Irons 
off; other times relieving him with ſome 
ſmall Crumbs of comfortable Bits of Meat; 
and ſuch like Acts of Charity : really belie- 
ving his ſtay conld not be long in his Cu- 
ſtody : but that Dzath muſt ſoon eaſe him of 
his Burthen. One day the Jailor coming to 
viſit his Priſoner, asked him if there was any 
ting he would have done, or any Meſſage 
be would have delivered to any Friend, or 
Relation 
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Relation of his, or if he had a Will to 
make, either by Word or Writing : if ſo, 
he was very ready and willing to do him 
all the Service he could. To which the 
Priſoner made Anſwer; no, - only gave him 
thanks for that Qfter of his,” and his many 
other Kindneſles, which he doubted not, but 
God would reward him for ; one Requeſt I 
have to make, and to none but yon, that is, 
to conſider me as a Dying Man , who now 
wholely aud ſolely bend my thoughts and 
works to make my Peace with God, in order 
to which, that you will not deny me your 
Aſſiſtance, chiejly in bringing me the Supe- 
rior of the Franciſcans, Father Delahyde , 
that I may make. my Contefſion before my 
hour come; which cannot be long now , 
that he may be aſliſtful to me in thus great 
Work. - 

s The Jailor made all the haſt he could, 
leſt the Priſoner ſhould dic before he return- 
ed. Father Delahide having heard much of 
Major Clancie, wondred at tuch a Charecter 
as the Jailor gave of him, preſling with ſo 
much earneſtneis the Reverend Father to come 
away in haſt; who is no ſooner entred the 
Priſon , But is ſtruck with wonder at the 
ſight of the Major , whoſe durance , hard- 
ſhip, and Pain, reduced him to the moſt 
lamentable Spectacle in the World : no- 
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thing but Skin and Bones ; his Eyes funk, 
his Lips dried up, his Jaw-bone "ready to 
Pierce the Sin ; a direct Anatomy, or per- 
fect Ghoſt; with ſo little Breath, as he 
was believed would onely ſerve for this 
ſhort time of Confeſſion : -which the Major 
begins, having examined the whole courſe 
of his Life , from the beginning to that 
hour , with ſome uncounterfeited Zeal , ſo 
much ſeeming Sanctity , ſo ſtrong Reſoluti- 
on of amendment; in caſe of Life ( con- 
trary to expectation ) with ſo hearty Re- 
pentance that the Reverend Father admired 
him as the trueſt Penitent he ever met with, 
and having pronounced Abſolution , ſent 
preſently to his Convent for a Cordial, to 
prolong the Majors Life if it could be, and 
where the Major begged his Reverence to 
come once a day to ſce him, the Father 
ſeldome ſtayed one hour in a day from him, 
for the oftner he canie the better he liked 
the Converſation, or rather Recantation of 
the Major, never mentioning holy things, in 
wiuch he took ſo much fatisfaftion that he 
believed It an acceptable and meritorious 
work to preſerve him, and believed himſelt 
obliged to endeavour it. 

One day Father, Guardian went to ſee Mr. 
Faming and the reſt of the Commiſſioners, 
Who all received him with a great oo 
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of Reſpe&t and kindneſs, and asked him If 
his Reverence had any Service to command 
them. He faid his chict \buſineſs was to fee 
them; and withal told them where he had 
hecn, to ſte one of the Wonders of the 
World; cne he believed had not his fel- 
low in the World for true Penitency and 
perfect Devotion. One of the Commiſſic= 
ners asked who it was, he told him it was 
the very Picture of ſorrow and Repentance, 
Major Clancie. Mr. Fanning ſtarts up , and 
wonders that any Man would mention him 
for any Good; but he had fo generally abu- 
ſed mankind, nay thoſe that had befriended 
him moſt, he betray*'d ſooneſt, 

To which the Frier- replies, how merci- 
ful God 4s, and how Men ought to imitate 
and follow his Example! 

This Subject occaſioned a long Diſcourſe, 
that at laſt wrought upon- Mr. Farming 10 
far , as to grant Father Dallahide his - Re- 
queſt ; which was, that A£zjor Clancie ſhould 
be brought before the Commiſſioners , and 
there be heard ſpeak for himſelf - Orders 
were ſent to the Jailor to bring him. The 
Jailor makes Anſwer he may as well bring 
the Priſon upon his Back as the Prifoner 
ia his Bolts, that is hardly able to walk 
without a ſupporter ; if he had all other free- 
dome ; whereupon he is commanded to pe 
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his Irons off, and bring him with ſome 
Souldiers to attend him, The Crowd in 
the Streets was ſo great , that the Souldi- 
ers had ſomething to do to clear the way 
for this walking Ghoſt ; who with much a- 
do 1s brought before the Commiſſioners, who 
were moved to ſome compallion at the ap- 
pearance of this lamentable Spectacle: Fa- 
ther Dellahide break the ſilence firſt, and 
turning to the Major, tells him, my Child, 
I Fave ' perſwaded thele Gentlemen to hear 
you ; therefore what ever you have to fay, 
ſpeak it freely. I humbly thank your Re- 
verence , and theſe worthy Gentlemen 3; 1 
have not much to ſay, but only this, that 
I cannot but apprehend low I muſt in- 
avoidably ſubject my felt to the Laſh of 
Cenſorious perſons, who will undoubtedly 
reproach me with the ſcandalous Terms of 
Flattery, in repeating what I have juſt rcaſon 
to bhelicve, that God is well pleaſed with all 
theſe Gentlemen that have ſo juſtly puniſhed 
and impriſoned me, whereby 1 come to know 
my ſelf; and call to mind my many for- 
mer Errors, and Tranſgreſſions fo often 
committed , with which I might have ha- 
Zarded , if not abſolutely purchaſed, perpe- 
tual Damnation ; from which, I hope that 
God will now defend me. Nor do l peti- 
tion Lite or Liberty, leſt I might never be 
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ſo prepared for my End: only deſite fo 
much Eaſe from thoſe Tortures, that I 
might ſpend the few hours I- haye to live, 
in the Exerciſe of thoſe Admonitions I have 
from my Ghoſtly Father. If I cannot ob- 
tain this, I ſubmit with fatisfaftion, that 
ſome will ' take Example by my deſer- 
yed Puniſhments, and amend their Lives, 
which I heartily wiſh all good Chriſtians 
may do. With theſe and many ſuch Ex- 
preſſions the Major wrought 1o upon all the 
Crowd of Hearers, that ſome wept for Pit- 
ty, others wiſht it in their powers to re- 
leaſe him ; more eſpecially Mr. Farming, who 
now begins to liſten to the Interceſſions of 
Father Dallahide, and the reſt of the 
Commiſſioners. In Concluſion, Mr. Fannin 
turns to the Frier, and tells tum , Father 
you have wrought a great Miracle, for my 
own part I am glad if I have contributed 
any thing to it; as for thoſe injuries I re- 
ceived by the Priſoner , 1 very freely forgive 
upon the aſſurance that he will provea new 
Man , as we have all Reaſon to be confi- 
dent he will: I therefore beſtow him up- 
on you, Whereupon is exprelled a great 
deal of gladneſs through the whole Town. 
The Jailor is diſcharged , Major Clange 1s 
led along in Company of Father Guardian. 
to the Monaſtery, where -he'is receiyed af-

s. It Is a conſtant cuſtome, and an ob- 
ſerved Rule, tiat no body muſt take upon him 
the Hahit ot St. Frances, till he firſt ſerve out 
a year of probation, or Novel!hip , which 
Major Clancie with all humhlenels did, and 
is granted his Petitions; for where he 1s em- 
ploy'd, behaves kimfelf with ſo much hu- 
mility, that there can be no Employment, or 
Office ſo mean or lervile , but he moſt rea- 
dily undertakes : as for thoſe Exerciſes of 
Devotiofh, no Man can be more punctual, 
Father Dallahide is o very fond of Brother 
Clancie,, that he appoints him to lie at his 
Beds fect, leſt he might by Overworking after 
his late Impriſonment, bring himſelf into any 
Fit of ſickneſs, that his Cordials might” be 
in readineſs at his Call, Brother Clancze 1s 
now in his Novelſhip, a profeſſed Frier in 
the Order and Hahit of St. Francis, and 
Chamber-Fellow to Father Guardian, who is 
ſometimes diſappointed of his Reſt by that 
continual Excrcile of Mortification practited 
by Brother Clancie, who every Night to 
torment and cool that wanton Body of his , 
pulls off 'his Habit , and rouls himſelf up- 
on the cold Ground, and when ever he hears 
the Cock to Crow, falls a whipping his na- 
ked Body, till commanded by Father a 
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hide to forbear thus rigorouſly to torment 
himſelf; aſluring him that to preſerve. hum- 
ſelf, were it but for example would do 
much more acceptable ſervice. to God, than 
to make himſelf away, and deſired him 
withal, co remember how lately he came 
out of Priſon, and how ſeverely dealt with 
there, and how it brought him ſo low, 
that he could hardly crawl, and therefore 
would have him Cheriſh, . and Nurſe 
himſelf till he recovered his former ſtrength. 
In this manner ſtcod Afﬀeairs for ſome time. 
Brother Clancies Diligence more and more 
engages the Aﬀections of all his Brother- 
Friers, eſpecially Father Guardian , who ſel- 
dome or never goes any where without 
him, chiefly when he goes to preach to his 
Congregation, to whom he often Declares 
as undeniable Truth , what had been told 
us by our Predeceſſors, in order to the 
Amendment of our Lives, and preſervation 
of our Souls. Yet knowing how incident 
and natural *tis to all Men, to be more ta» 
ken, and give more Credit to what they ſee, 
than what they hear, I inuſt here take leave 
to point out to all your Views, the wonderful 
and almoſt miraculous work of the Al- 
mighty, in the clear and perfet Reformati- 
on of one of the Iooſeſt livers in the world. 
1 hope, fox your examples, -as his own pre- 
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ſervation ; who had heretofore ſo plentifully 
taſted the pleaſures of the World in every 
form Mans wiſhes could propoſe : nor did his 
want of Youth deprive him of hopes to 
continue ſo; yet bcing toucht witha timely 
Remorſe, by which the vanity of the World 
was made appear to him , quits all hopes of 
the pleaſures of this World ; for. the poor 
begging habit of St. Francis, wherein he now 
ſits at the foot of the Pulpit , at which all 
the People look ,, knocking of their hands 
and breſts for admiration , ſti] liſtening to 
the Preacher ; who purſues his Story , by tel- 
ling them how ſtrangely ſtudious poor Brother 
Clancie.1s,to ſind out unheard of puniſhment zin 
hope thereby to make ſome reparation, to pur- 
chaſe the Pardon, and cxpiation of his Crime , 
for the tranſgreſſion of his Youth. I myſelf 
that am a Fryer, and a Preacher theſe two and 
thirty years, am now glad to learn new 
ways of Mortiſication of my poor Brother 
Clancee, Thus did this good and reverend 
Father continue of giving attributes of Praiſe 
to Brother Clancie, Who by this time is 
very wellverſed in the ſeveral ways of both 
Clergy, and, Laity ;, . one thing he obſerved 
to the .gule.in the MonaFtery : not to reſerve 
for the next! Meal, (yet being diſpenſed with 
hecgule vi the War) they of that Monaſtery 
had got: a liggle flock of mony together, 
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from their charitable Neighbours, which Bro- 
ther Clancie knew of; who finding an opportu-. 
nity by the abſence of Father Guardsar, goes to 
brother Spencer, who was then their Caſh-keep- . 
er, and told him that Father Delahyde being 
with the Commiſſioners, they had promiſed to 
do thema very kind piece of Service , which 
was, to cnmploy their own Servants to the Fair 
of Mollengare to buy lean Cattle for the win- 
ter Proviſion, and would give them Graſs till 
they were fit. to be eaten , to which end Fa- 
ther Delahyde ſent me for that little money, to 
deliver to the Commiſſioners tor that Uſe, Fa- 
ther Spencer believing all this to he true , deli- 
vers him the money, being threeſcore Pounds; 
he no ſooner had it but he carries it to a pri- 
vate Lodging, where he puts off St. Francis*s 
habit , puts on his other Cloatks , an@ bids 
adieu to his benefactor Father Delahyde, and 
all the reſt of his dearly beloved Brother-Fri- 
ers ; as ſoon as the Guardian came in , his firit 
enquiry was for brother Clancie, being always 
very tender of him, asked him how he did, 
and where. he was ? 

s Truly ſays Father Spencer he eat his 
Dinner heartily; for my part I have -not 
keen him fince he brought me a meſlage from 
you. From me a mellage ? what do you mean 
by a meſſage ? for I have not feen him this 
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am ſure” Sir he brought me your Order to 
_ deliver him over our little Stock of Money 
to be carried to the Commiſſioners, who pro- 
miſed to ſend their own Servants to the 
Fair of Mollengare : and there to buy lean 
Cattle, and that they would beſtow Graſs 
to feed them, till they were fit for us to 
eat, God bleſs us fays Father Delahyde , I am 
afraid you are Drunk, or have loſt your 
Senſes. Should I be Drunk, that have not 
taſted any manner of Z:iqgror this day ? what 
then ? what makes you talk at random thus 
of the Commiſſioners. of Moellengare-Fair, 
of Servants, of Lea cattle and God knows 
what ? Sir I know no more, I do but re- 
peat his own words, he may give you. a 
better Account which I ſuppoſe he will do 
when he comes in. But have you given the 
money in earneſt ? yes truly have I. And 
do you not know where he is? no in good 
faith not I. Why, then I am afraid we 
are all undone. 

s This laſt At of the Major's to the 
great diſappointment of the reverend Father, 
and the reſt of his Friers , and Fellow-Suf- 
ferers , ſoon ſpread up and down the Town, 
that it came to the Hearing 'of the Commil- 
ſioners', who next day came to fee his Re- 
verence, and condole his great Loſs. Mr. 
Flanning begins to enquire tor Brother Clan- 
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ce, that Example of Humility , that Pattern 
of Penitence : inlarging fo upon that Sub- 
ject till Father Del/abyde much out of coun- 
tenance , beg'd him not to torment Him 
with thoſe reproachful Sentences, and Re- 
petitions of his irrecoverable Lols ; and be- 
lieve this was ſent for their Puniſhment , 
and Trial of Patience, who have no reme- 
dy , but Leave it to God, Father Spencer 
ſtanding by, and hearing him fay he would 
leave it to God; being troubled, replies there 
ſhould be no ſearch tor Claucic, leave it to 
God, and if this wicked Fellow comes 
with one tear of Repentance , God will for- 
give him. But what ſhall we do in the 
mean time for Meat? at this the People fell 
all a Laughing , till ' the Company parted, 
each one -to his Home entertaining their 
Selves, and Friends with thoſe Paſlages for- 
merly repeated, 
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to make any ſtay in them Parts, 
where he had ſo lately playd. ſo many 
Pranks, and had incenſed to many —_ 
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of Quality; who would undoubtedly have t 
apprehended him, were it but only in re- 
venge of poor Father Delahyde , injured fo: 
believing Limerick, too hot a place for him, 
to take his Journy toward the County of 
Keary a, place he never had been in before, 
there makes his inquiry as well of Names 
of Places, as the Inhabitants , and having 
thoroughly informed Himſelf in every parti- 
cular , he likewiſe inquires who thoſe People 
were that Itv'd in the Wood, and upon the 
Mountains , and what ſhifr they could make 

for their Lively-hood , and Subſiſtance ? 
s Anſwer was made him that moſt of them 
were Gentlemen of good Rank, Men of 
great Courage, and Reſolution , put now to 
ſo much Hardſhip , that unavoidably they 
* muſt he very Burthenſome to the Country, 
troubleſome enough to the Neighbouring 
Garriſons, having no Pay or other ways to 
live but what they muſt take by force from 
their Enemies, their Friends not daring to 
relieve them. He farther enquires which 
was the next Garriſon, and who command- 
ed there ? it was told him that Cork, was 
the next; the Governours own Name he 
knew not. Pray do you know ' any of the 
Gentlemens Names that live near Cork ? 
can I have admittance into the City ? yes Sir, 
I know Mr. Ccallechan , and ſeveral _ 
at 
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that pay Contribution. After this Tnforma- 
tion the Major goes toward Cork, to a Gen- 
tlemans Houſe with whom he had ſome ſmall 
acquaintance; who bids him very welcome, 
and gave him good entertainment , which 
the Major makes this Uſe of, and tells him 
that the occaſion of his coming thither was 
to make Uſe of his kindneſs, in a Buſineſs 
he was very confident would he very accep- 
table. to all Men, and injurious to none - 
whereupon the Gentleman of the Houle pro- 
miles to do him all Service. Why then Sir 
my requelt is, That you will do me the fa- 
your as £0 to the Governour of Ck, and 
tell him that I am a Perſon that have a ſmall 
Command amongſt thoſe Gentlemen that can- 
not but be troublefome to him , and his 
Quarters; and it he will give me good con- 
ditions, in order fo my Tranſport, and 
thoſe under my. Command , I will wait up- 
011 him, providcd he firſt ſend me a fate Con- 
duct by you. "The Gentleman of the houie 
was very glad of he occaſion; believing it 
a very welcome NMcilage, goes next morning 
to the Governour : who kindly thanked him, 
and inmediatly gives him a fate Conduct 
for Captain Claxcie, and deſires him to bring 
the Captain to his Houſe, and to aſſure 
him he ſhould have good conditions, and 
ſhall be very punCtually performed, The 
Gentlce 
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Gentleman returns to the Captain with this 
account , who without delay comes to the 
Governours Houſe in Cork : where he is molt 
nobly feaſted , his company very pleaſing to 
all : no ſooner Dinncr was done, hut Captain 
Clancie defired a private conference with the 
Governour, wheres he reaſoned the matter, 
ſo ſignifying how reſoluteall his party were, 
and abſolutely reſolv*d to revenge their ſelves, 
in caſe of no' relief: ſuch of them as had 
not the intention with Captain Clancie, who 
likewiſe tould him how neceſſary he would 
be in this caſe ; whereupon the Governour 
defired him to know what conditions would 
latisfy him? Sir I would not willingly be 
counted unreaſonable to a Perſon ſo obli- 
gingly civil as your felf. I would have a 
ſafe and free Quarter for my Men and Horſes 
during our ſtay here, a good Ship well 
Mann” "a, and Vitualied, to tranſport us to 
our Harbour beyond Sea , with ſome mony in 
our Purſes to fervec Us upon our arrival, 
which I will Jeave to your diicretion, 

s Truly Captain I can but commend your 
care of your mcn; nor do I find fo much 
of unrcaſonablencis in your iDemand, 2nd to 
diſpute any farther , but grant all you delire; 
all which was Py reduced into Writ- 
ing, lignced by the Governour, and deliver- 
ed the Major, who no ſooner {iniſhed his 
complc- 
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complement to the Ladies , but he takes his 
leave of the Governour, and thoſe Officers 
with him, goes along with his Friend in whoſe 
Houſe he tad lain ſome nights before, and 
from thence to the Mountains : where he 
was very well known to a great many there, 
begins to wonder at their manner of living, 
without Meat, without Drink, without Lodg- 
ing. Some anſwered though their Fare was 
bad , yet their Cauſe was good , and others 
anſwer, would God for all the goodneſs of 
our Cauſe ,, we knew where to cat and drink 
one hearty good Meal; to which Clarcte 
makes anſwer thus: Gentlemen I mult con- 


els I pity you.Pity us? a plague take your pity, 


could you help us to ſome * Meat. I do a 
ſure you Gentlemen it you would be butru- 
led by me, 1 would ſoon help you to Meat,and 
Drink cnough. They all that were there 
preſet retolved , and vowed to obſerve him, 
and his orders in what ever he would com- 
vand them, (provided they faw a proviſion 
made for tliem with any manncr of ſafety) 
he tould them that it they would but own 
him for their Captain, he would warrait 
with his life to provide for. them as he pro- 
miſed, to which another makes AnriwerHe 
liked the motion well enough-, if he knew 
how to believe Clancie: with whoin he had 
been well acquainted betore ; whereupon 
Clarcie 
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Clancie, to remove that Doubt , produces the 
Articles he had made with the Governour 
of Cork, 1pon fight of which to the num- 
ber of threeſcore and ten of them, call him 
Captain , and march along with him through 
the Country very ſately , being every where 
much made of , a far pleaſanter , and ſweet- 
er way of living than on the Mountains. 
Thus they march 'to the gates of Cork,, 
where they ore received, and provided for 
by the Governour : who preſently upon their 
Arrival appoints each one his Quarter, 
where they are to ſtay till the Wind ſerve : 
there being no other Lett, the ſhip - being 
in readineſs, and the mony that was articÞd 
for, paid to the Captain, 

s Soon aſtcr this the wind ſerved fair for 
their Voyage., the Governour ſees all clear, 
and aboard, waits upon Captain Clancie, 
wiſhing him a good Paſſage... The Captam 
having civily returned ns thanks, {et Sail, of 
whom we hear no more , till his Coming 
with his Troop mto Fladers. Where ſome 
of them asketd- him for the ſhare of their 
Mony given him by the Governour of Cork 
for their Uſe ? He told them that what mo- 
ny.was given him was for his own Uſe, and 
not theirs. But they not ſatisfied with this 
Anſwer, reſolved to have it out of his bones, 
and thrcatncd him, to that. he was glad to 
get 
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get from them by ſtealth , and leave his Troop 
to-ſhift for their Living , who not knowing 
where to follow , difperted ſeveral ways to 
ſeek their Fortunes apart. 
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He Major is by this time got into are- 

moteſt part of the Country , where he 
had intelligence of 'a very Fair, and Rich 
Widdow, to whom he reſolves to make his 
addreſs: having tor Excuſe (of his preſ.mp- 
tion of coming with ſuch an intention to a 
perſon of that Quality, in ſo mean an equi- 
page, and fo ſlenderly attene1) the diſtreſſe 
of his Country, well known to moſt Na- 
tions; Which he begs her Ladiſhip to conſi- 
der, and not to look upon him as mean , 
though peradventure his Habhit , and retinue 
might ſpeak him ſo, which ſhe ſhould find 
upon enquiry. 

s The Lady with a great deal of modeſty 
gave him thanks for his large expreſſions, 
and tould him withall, it was not her buſt- 
neſs to inquire after any mans Fortune, _-_ 
cially 
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Cially having neither intention or inclination 
to change her condition , which ſhe defired 
might ſerve for an anſwer - not that ſhe mi{- 
belicy'd what he had ſaid, or ever inten- 
ded to queſtion tho matter , only, that ſhe 
knew not how to be rude to any Man; 
and that at preſent ſhe had ſome occaſions 
called her away. This he took for an In- 
couragement to come again , which he often 
did without Invitation.

s Truly fay they our ſtock you Know can 
not. be great, yet howſoever we will devide 
with you upon ſuch an occaſion as this, that 
annot be every where had. He ingages 
that they ſhall never have caſe to repent 
this kindneſs, They incourage him to pro- 
ceed, 
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cecd , having 'already made fo fair a progreſs, 
they make pp forty pound between them ; 
wiuch they very chearfully gave him. He 
no ſooner had it , but he forthwith quits his 
Maſter, leaves his Lodging undiſcharged, and 
his Friends ſtrangely dilappointed of th;s great 
Expectation ; crolles the Country, and comes 
into England: fo to London, Where at a 
place c=IPd Wells Ordinary, to which thcre 
was great reſort to, which thcr2 came two 
Strangers that [diſcourſing of their Travels, 
one of them asked his Friend, if he knew of 
any that he could confidein,now I :m going in- 
to France; and have ſome money which I would 
willingly put into the hands of a Friend, that 
would be juſtto , and fave me the Trouble 
of Exchange; his Comrade told him he would 
inquire, and was ſure he could not miſs of 
many that would be pJI2d of the occaſion. 
s Major Clancie haying hcard the diſcourſe 
as ſoon as Dinner was done, and Reckoning” 
paid, calPd for ſome Wine to entertain his 
Friends: to which he invites theſe two Stran- 
pers , to whom he had made himfelt ſo known: 
that before they parted he contracted ſuch 
a Friendſhip, as. if they had been of long ac- 
quaintance : infomuch that they were ſworn 
Brothers. They had not ſpent many hours 
in this new purchaſs'd Brotherhood , when 
he told him, Brother , it 1 am not miſtaken

money upon your Arrival in Paris. If that r 
be a Service to you, I am ſure I can help youz ;

he was deſired to fatishe that Company with 
ſome account of Major Clancies pile, oj whom 
the Ambaſſador had heard fo"much, which 
the Gentleman did, with ſo much ſatisfaCti- 
on ſeemingly to all the Company, more elpe- 
cially the Ambaſſador*s Secretary, who longed 
for nothing ſo much as the ſizht of this Ma- 
jor that was the Author of - all this Dif 
ceurſe, ſo that when Dinrer was done, the 
Secretary takes one of his Maſters Coaches, 
and ſome Footmen along, and having found 
after ſome inquiry, where the Majors Habi- 
tation was, makes him a Viſit to the Mar 
fbals Houſe , where he was Priſoner : The 
Major :receives him with all the kindreſles 
that c#1d: be, and entertained him fo plen- 
tifully, that the Secretary conld not chulc 
but wonder to fce with what Decent order 
he wes ſerved, vpan the ſuddain : as if he 
had expetted him; and a preparation made 
purpoſely for his Reception. Yet there 
could nothing be fo ſatistaftory as the free- 
dom of Diſcourſe with which the Secrerary

ten to fſce him, with intentention to do him 
Service. Thus they entertained each other 
for that Afrernoon, and at parting, uſed ſo

s. The Secretary is no ſooner gone, but 
the Major, who ſeldome, or never wanted 
wherewithal, to put a good Gloſs upon an 
ill Cauſe, and reſolving to make ſome Uſe 
of this Viſit , puts hirhſe!f 4nto the Poſture 
of the moſt unfortunate Creature - in. the 
World; and Acted that part fo well, that 
all the People there preſent, were very 
mach concerned ; though they knew nothing 
of the Caule : chiefly the Maſter of the Houſe, 
who with, a great deal of Earneſtneſs preſt 
to know the occaſion of this ſo great and 
ſuddain a Change?

er difficulty, Yet for your {atisfation, 1 will 
not conceal from your Knowledg , the true 
State of my Caſe. When 1 was in France 
laſt, 
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laſt, I did Article with the King, that | 
would bring hlm out of J1rcland, a Regiment 
conſiſting of two thouſard Men. On this 
depended my Fortune, now croſt by this 
curſcd Impriſonment. "The French Ambaſſa- 
dor not knowing any thing of my Reſtraint, 
and much wondering why 1 did not go with

&. All that heard him, could not chooſe 
but be concerned for him, eſpecially his Mi- 
ſtreſs, the Jailors only Daughter ; who now 
made Uſe of her Intereſt with her Father:

who ſeldome came home without Cree» 
pers at its Back, co witneſs the clean- 
neſs of the place it came from. One 
day this Maid-Seryan: Viſiting the 
Major, he tells her how Unfortunate 
he is, in the want of a (mall ſum of 
thirty pounds, for which he could now 
redeem - himſelf from: the great cog 
that threa:ned him, and free himſelf of 
his Reſtraint, and reſtore his Liberty, 
whick he preferred before the World, 
She being undoubtedly much concerned, 
cold him where there lay a confidera- 
ble ſum of mony much above that ſum 
as ſhe gueſt by the Bulk. If there 
conld be away contrived to bring it 
him, ſhe would not fail of her Fs 
at which the Major overjoy'd, to 
chough he was a Priſoner, and there» 
by deprived of power (© do ut ia 
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"hi; own perſon, thathe had thoſe he dorſt 
tErvuft, and would do the work eſſeuaily 
with her Adiſtance z ſo that before they 
arted it was reſolved, chat thoſe he ſent 
'thould come at ſuch an hour co Mr, 
Owens houſe tobe merry, with reſoſu- 
tion to find faule with any Room they 
ſhould be carried into, till che Maid 
had given them a Sign, by which they 
were to know the Room wherein the 
money lay, All which was «ffeRed in 
very few days, with great ſucceſs, in 
ſo much, that the two Men imployed 
.by the Major, had in their poſſeſſion 
one hundred Broad pieces of Gold, 
'and thirty pounds in Silver z which they 
carried clearly away, and conſidering 
how rich they were grown upon the
